Improvement in Waxing Paper. 





The drawing herewith illustrates an improved 
machine for waxing paper, recently patented by 
Siegfried Hammerschlag, of Jersey City, N. J. 
This is an improvement on the machine for 
which letters patent No. 193,867 were granted to 
Mr. Hammerschlag, August 7, 1877, and refer- 
ence is made thereto for a description of the 
construction and operation of the parts, except 
so far as the present features of the improve- 
ments are concerned. In the drawing the im- 
provement is illustrated by a vertical section. 

The roller or cylinder a, revolving in the 
trough n, is heated by steam introduced into the 
interior or otherwise, and the cylinder a is loca- 
ted in relation to the cylinder b and roll of 
paper in such a manner that the roll of paper 
is in contact with its periphery for a space of 
two or three inches (more or less) in width, and 
the speed of the paper is different to that of the 
surface of the roller a, in order that, where the 
paper moves faster than the surface of the roller 
a, the roller a will spread the paraffine wax in a 
thin layer upon the paper, because the heated 
wax is maintained in a fluid condition by the 
heat of the roller, and the thickness of the layer 
of wax on the paper to that on th cylinder will 
be in proportion to the relative speeds of the 
paper and the roller a, and if the wax is to be 
applied in greater quantities the surface speed 
of the roller a is increased, so as to be greater 
than that of the roll of paper, and a thicker 
layer of wax is applied to the sheet of paper. 

The inventor also uses a fan to direct a current 
of air upon the paper and cool it after the wax has 
been incorporated into the paper. This fan is 
shown at was agitating the air and cooling the 
paper after it passes from thé cylinder 
before it is wound upon the reel w. 

Two scrapers, 4 and 5, are applied at opposite 
sides of the sheet, near the cylinder c, so as to 
remove any traces of wax upon the surface, 
and apply a final smoothing previous to delivery 
in the market. 

The inventor claims: 1. The method of wax- 
ing paper, consisting in drawing the paper over 
the surface of a cylinder coated with melted 
wax at a speed different to the movement of the 
surface of the cylinder, so as to regulate the 
thickness of the layer of wax by the relative 
speed of the paper to that of the surface of the 
waxed cylinder. 2. The combination, in a ma- 
chine for waxing paper, of a trough for the 
wax, a heated cylinder for transferring the wax 
to the paper, and mechanism for moving the 
waxing cylinder ata different speed of surface 
from that of the paper with which it is in con- 
tact. 3. The method of preparing waxed paper, 
consisting in transferring the wax to the paper, 
heating the same to cause its incorporation with 
the paper, removing the surplus wax, and cool- 
ing the paper by a current of air before winding 
the same on areel. 4. In a machine for apply- 
ing wax to the surface of paper, the scrapers 4 
and 5, at opposite sides of the web, in combina- 
tion with the cylinder c and winding reel w. 


Practical Application of Electricity to 
Lighting Purposes.

The object of the present communication is to 
present some of the results of a few of the actual 
applications of the electric light to illumination 
for industrial purposes, which have been in oper- 
ation for a period of time and under such condi- 
tions as to cause each to have passed beyond the 
stage of a mere laboratory experiment. Any 
cases or processes which have not passed beyond 
this preliminary stage, or which have not yet 
received actual industrial application, have, as 
far as possible, been avoided. 

The remarks which follow must be taken as 
the continuation of a communication ‘On the 
Present State of Electric Lighting,” made last 
August to the British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, the purport of which was 
the description of some of the scientific tools, 
such as electric machines, lamps, carbons, &c., 
which are made use of in practical illumination 
by el™tricity; while the present communication 
will endeavor to give the commercial results of 
the working of those instruments. 

A general knowledge of the principles and 
form of construction of the best known of these 
electrical machines and lamps will, therefore, be 
assumed, in order to avoid again traveling over 
the same ground. 

Periops in ELEcTRIC ILLUMINATION. 

Electric lighting, it will be found, divides it- 
self very readily into certain marked periods, 
each representing a clearly defined progress from 
that attained in the preceding one. It has been 
found convenient to divide °m into three, 







which division will, inthe following remarks, be 
still adhered to. These stages may be briefly de- 
scribed as: 

First—That of lighthouse illumination by the 
Holmes and by the Alliance magneto-electric 
machines, giving off currents alternating in di- 
rection, and producing a single very powerful 
light. 

Second—That of dynamo-electric machines 
producing a single light each, for industrial pur- 
poses generally, in addition to lighthouse illumi- 
nation. The Siemens, and the earlier Gramme, 
are the best known in Europe of these machines; 
while the Wallace-Farmer and the Brush claim 
most attention in the United States. 

Third—That of machines both of magneto and 
of dynamo construction, and generally (though 
not necessarily) giving off alternate-direction 
currents; and which afford facilities, if provided 
with suitable lamps, fur the production of a 
number of lights from each machine. Besides 
the already named Holmes and Alliance ma- 
chines, and their recent and more compact suc- 
cessor, the De Meritens, all being of magneto 
construction, there are the Lontin (double) and 
the Gramme (double), which also effect this 
much-desired object. In all these machines the 
current given off is alternating in direction. 
The two last-named machines, 
though dynamo in construction 
and in principle, are by some per- 
sons classeu us magneto machines 
in their operation, inasmuch as 
the initial or generating machine 
of each maker acts like a perma- 
nent magnet to its second or di- 
viding machine, and afforts to it 
a supply of electricity. Still, it 
may be replied, while the ‘‘genera- i 
tor” in each case most certainly 

onthe Gyuamo 
the ‘‘ divider” does so also, as it greatly aug- 
ments the electric current received from the 
former before it delivers it as its final output. 

It may not be out of place here to mention, 
that the wood “magneto” implies (to the author 
at least) a machine where permanent steel mag- 
nets are used to induce the electric current in an 
electro-magnet, i. e., where a coil of copper wire 
is wound round a cast-iron core; while the term 
“dynamo” indicates that electro-magnets only 
have been used in the constructjon of both the 
inductor and the induction parts of the machine. 

PRACTICAL APPLICATIONS. 

First StaGce.—South Foreland and Souther 
Point Lighthouse.—The Corporation of the Trin- 
ity-house first used the electric light at the 
South Foreland in March, 1859, then for several 
years at Dungeness, and they have made use 
regularly of the electric light as an illuminant, 
ever since 1871, in two of their lighthouses—at 
Souter Point, on the coast of Durham, and at 
the South Foreland, near to Dover. The ap- 
paratus employed in both cases is nearly the 
same. That at the last-named lighthouse formed 
part of the different electric apparatus made use 
of by James N. Douglass, the engineer to the 
Trinity Board, in his experiments at the South 
Foreland, to ascertain the relative merits of 


house illumination, and it is described. in his re- 
port upon those experiments. 

It consists of two of Holmes’ magneto-electric 
machines, used either singly or coupled up to- 
gether, and driven by steam engines of 10 horse 
power nominal.. The current given off in each 
case is alternating in direction, and serves to 
feed a Holmealamp with square carbons, gener- 
ally of %¢ inch a side, the rate of consumption of 
the carbons teing about four inches per hour, 
the actual motor power per light ranging from 
8 to 4 horse power per hour, as indicated; while 
the intensity of the naked light produced has an 
hourly ordinary intensity (measured horizon- 
tally) of 1,523 standard sperm candles with a 
single machine, augmenting to a maximum of 
3,046 candles when the two machines are coupled 
together. The annual cost of such lights, in- 
cluding engine power, carbons, wages of men, 
repairs, and interest at seven and a half per 
cent. on first cost, is about £539; this is fora 
total of 5,132 working hours during the year, 
and for a light of 1,523 candles. 

Lighthouses at Cape La Heve, Havre, France, 
—An Alliance electric machine is provided for 
each of the two lighthouses. Each machine 
is composed of six disks, of 16 coils each, and 
affords a light of about 2,000 candles. The light- 
houses were first lit up by electricity in 1863, and 
the illumination has continued regularly ever 
since, The following information as to expense 
has been kindly supplied by M. Allard, Inspec- 
teur-Général des Phares, at Paris. The average 
annual cost, exclusive of interest, repairs, or 
depreciation, amounts to £660 for both light- 
houses. If, for interest, depreciation, and re- 
pairs, £50 were added, this would stand at £710. 
The cost of maintaining a single light (in order

Seconp Stace. — Lizard Lighthouse. —The 
Corporation of the Trinity House, in consequence 
of the recommendation of Mr. Douglass, sup- 
ported by Dr. Tyndall, and the result of the expe- 
riments at the South Foreland just referred to, 
have established, now nearly twelve months 
ago, at this their latest application of the elec- 
tric light, aseries of six Siemens dynamo-electric 
machines, each of the type known as “4,000 
candles;” and these are driven by three caloric 
engines. Of the three electric engines thus 
formed a single one may be driven, under 
ordinary circumstances, to produce one light of 
an hourly intensity of 4,100 standard candles; 
or else the two may be coupled together, as in 
the case in thick weather, and an intensity of 
8,500 candles afforded to the light; the average 
amount of motor power per hour for a single 
machine being about three horses. The annual 
working expenses, under similar conditions to 
the preceding case, came to about £500 fora 
iight of 4,100 candles. The results at the Lizard

point, therefore, to a more abundant light pro- 
duced at a cheaper rate absolutely than with the 
older machines at Souter Point and at the South 
Foreland. 

While considering these applications of the 
electric light to lighthouse illumination, it is but 
right to remark that they take place under cir- 
cumstances and conditions special to themselves, 
and which do not exist in the case of industrial 
or other works. These arise in part from the par- 
amount necessity of providing in the lighthouse 
an illumination of the most perfect character, 
and abundant in intensity, as well as of pro- 
viding an amount of extra plant to guard 
against any cessation in the illumination. The 
generally isolated situation of the lighthouse also 
adds to the cost of the materials employed, and 
causes the personal staff employed to be of a 
more skilled class than where assistance in the 
matter of repairs is readily available. Any com- 
parison, on purely economical grounds, between 
the electric illumination in lighthouses and in in- 
dustrial works, must necessarily be unfavorable 
to the former. 


Northern of France Railway Goods Station at 
La Chapelle, Paris.—This company, finding that 
the night work done in the geods sheds and in 
the yard outside was very inferior in amount to 
that done during the day (about 37 per cent. per 
head), and that, moreover, a considerable num- 


ber of small articles were mislaid and lost dur- | 
ing the night work, determined to try the elec- | 


tric light to improve matters. 

A series of six single-light ‘“‘Gramme” ma- 
chines were provided, each of the size termed 
“A” (6,000 candles), and a portable engine of 
15 horse power nominal. A_ special shed 
was erected to contain the electric machines 
and the engine. Several forms of lamp were 
tried, but that made by Serrin was ultimately 
preferred; latterly, however, a modification 
of that lamp by Suisse has been used 
with great advantage, as it allows of 12 hours’ 
consecutive burning, in place of only 31¢ with 
the original Serrin. The average length of the 
night work was found to be 10 hours, with a 
maximum of fifteen hours. The first outlay 
(intended for five light-centres) consisted of six 
machines, six lamps, portable engine, shed, con- 
ducting cables, &c.; this, fixed complete, 
amounted to £1,640. The electric lights were 
placed, one in a goods shed, the remainder in 
the open yard, so as to light up a row of turn- 
tables, where most of the night-work took place. 
The shed is 230 feet long and 75 feet wide, with 
an open roof 38 feet high at the ridge, and 16 
feet at the eaves, and having a central skylight 
along each side for most of its length; the up- 
per portion of the walls and the underside of the 
roof were whitened to aid in reflection. The 
electric light is bung near to the centre, in a 
simple lantern of ground glass, and at an eleva- 
tion of 15 feet from the ground. The result of 
this illumination was to increase the efficiency 
of the night-work by 30 per cent. The original 
imperfect gas illumination had been carried on 
by means of 21 jets, burning 414 cubic feet each. 


feet, while those outside were satisfactory with- 
in a radius of 200 feet. The electric illumina- 
tion commenced on January 15, 1877, and has 
continued regularly ever since. 

During this period a series of careful experi- 
ments were carried out by the officers of the 
company. The results showed that on an average 
2i¢ actual horse power was required per light 
per hour, sometimes a little more, sometimes 
rather less; and that the square carbons, of % 
inch a side, were consumed at the rate of 4 in- 
ches per hour, or at a cost of 1!¢d., waste in- 
cluded. 


The nightly working expenses, with an aver- 
age of four lights, and during ten hours, were 
found to be:

This givesa price per light per 
hour of 5d., add to this 10 per 
cent. on first outlay of £1,640, for 
interest and depreciation, 23d. ; 
total cost per light per hour 73d. 
(say 8d.) This, to the railway 
company, would represent the 
cost of 22 gas jets, while the elec- 
tric light, in the shed, was con- 

sidered to have satisfactorily re- 
* placed 42 jets, thus leaving an 
economy of 30 jets, or about 60 per 
cent. in favor of the electric light. 

Iron Works of Messrs. T. & T. Powell. Rouen. 
—In the autumn of 1876, Messrs. Powell deter- 
mined to illuminate a newly-made erecting shop 
with electric light. It is a building 125 ft. long 
by 45 ft. broad, with an open roof 26 ft. high at 
the eaves and 40 ft. at the ridge. 

Two single-light Gramme machines, of the 
small or ‘‘M” size, with two Serrin lamps, con- 
ducting cables, &c., were provided, and fixed 
complete for £196. The lamps were suspended 
under the centre of the shed, 60 ft. apart from 
each other, and ata height of 30 ft. from the 
ground. No special motor was provided, the 
requisite power being taken from the engine 
which served to give motion to the tools, &c. 
A series of carefully taken indicator diagrams 
show that,on an average, 2!¢ indicated horse 
power was absorbed by each light, which was 
found to contain an intensity of 1,900 candles 
(measured horizontally). This illumination (cost- 
ing actually 4d. per hour per light) would come 
out, if with an allowance for a special engine, 
and 12 per cent. for interest and depreciation, at a 
total expense of 2s. 10d. per hour; as against 7s. 
7d. for an equally effective illumination with 
gas at 7s. Sd. per thousand cubic feet, the price 
in Rouen. 

Messrs. Powell, after two years’ experience of 
the working of the electric illumination, and 
finding it so much cheaper, more effective, and 
safer than gas would be in their erecting shed, 
have decided to extend it without delay to the 
rest of their works. 

A very considerable number of applications of

of the Siemens and of the Gramme construction, 
exist in France and in this country, and serve 
for the illumination of industrial works differing 
very widely in character. The data, however, 
given in the above examples afford some test as 
to the capabilities and as to the working ex- 
penses of this class of machines.

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Paper-Making in Belgium. 





Paper-making has everywhere made great 
progress during the last twenty-five years; in 
this kingdom, however, it is claimed that the rate 
of progress has far surpassed that of any other 
place, and that its factories can produce, by ma- 
chinery, a better quality at a lower price than 
any other. Without indorsing to the fullest 
this remarkable assertion it will be generally 
admitted that Belgian papers are marvelously 
cheap, and that wherever introduced they be- 
come serious rivals to the products of native in- 
dustry. The specialties of their manufacture 
are lithographic and drawing papers, white 
cardboard, and cards. The factories themselves 
are often on the largest scale; they are situated 
in several of the provinces. Nivelles takes the 
first place in this industry; ten paper-making 
machines are continually at work, and a con- 
siderable portion of their production goes 
abroad, It is estimated that only a third of the 
total quantity manufactured is consumed in the 








country; the rest is exported, chiefly to Eng- 
land. The city of Tirnhout is the seat of the 
manufacture of fancy papers, marbles, colored, 
&c. The largest factories in the kingdom are 
those of MM. Godin, Bros., at Huy; they are 
not surpassed anywhere for their excellence > 
arrangement and the fineness of their machiner

Really nothing is doing, and I find I have 
scarcely a word to say this week. I have seen 
four paper-makers during the week and they 
were all despondent. One of them I am sure 
need not grumble. He has a capacity for turn- 
ing out sixty tons a week at his mill, if he pleases 
and has orders, and at the end of the past year 
his balance for six months showed an average 
output of 491¢ tons per week, and his total stock 
on December 31 was 37 tons. I think this is ex- 
cellent, so far. Of course prices are low, very 
low, and a great deal of work is done at figures 
which make profits a very précarious item. 
Yet I fancy paper-makers, although very nice 
men and full of the most tender compassion, are 
not quite eager to supply the general public at a 
dead loss to themselves. On the whole, consid- 
ering the low prices and the few smashes, paper- 
makers are not eating dry bread yet. The 
amount of jam isn’t much, though, and one of 
the first laws of political economy, as experi- 
enced in 1879, seems to be—that contentment 
with next to nothing is a great gain. 

Every clase of paper is beginning to feel the 
sinking market. The best as well as the most 
inferior are suffering. I don’t understand how 
the present low prices have been arrived at, ex- 
cept by underselling. Raw materials have cer- 
tainly decreased in value most materiaiiy, 
especially chemicals. Caustic soda when at £18 
per ton was a serious item; bleaching powder at 
£13 also. But paper has not come down in com- 
parison. Caustic is now at £9 and bleach £4 
10s. Paper has fallen 25 per cent. only about. 
News that used to be made at 41¢d. now sells at 
3i¢d. or even 3d. There are some papers which 
are said to be offering at order for 2}¢d., but it is 
not paper. It looks like paper and, perhaps, is 
intended for paper. Chemicals have had really 
an effect upon the fall of paper. One ton of caus- 
tic at 60 to 62 per cent. will make at least three 
tons of straw paper, so that taking £9 as a fair 
amount of depreciation in caustic, the fall repre- 
sents a difference of £3 per ton of paper. One 
ton of bleaching powder will, with care, serve 
for five tons of paper—say four tons to be within 
the mark. The fallin bleach has been £8 about, 
or say £2 per ton of paper. This gives £5 per 
ton of paper for chemicals, or about ‘¢d. per Ib. 
of paper. This represents about one-half of the 
fall in common news. Straw has, however, 
fallen to a low price now, and that has madea 
small difference. There is room to see a fall of 
1d. per lb., perhaps, in news and common papers, 
So that 4'¢d. papers sell’ ig at 3!¢d. would be a 
sensible notion. But 3d. aod a large discount, 
practically reducing the price to 254d. net, seems 
to be nearer the mark. There is ro question 


| that our papers generally have greatly decreased

in value artistically. This accsunts for much of 
the fall in value of paper and many other goods. 

I was told that it has been the practice at a 
very well known and celebrated southern mill 
where good rag writings are made to gradually 
“cut” the care and precision formerly used until 
the complaints grew to a dangerously loud pitch 
and the very name and fame of the mill were 
threatened. /t this juncture the old rag would 
be resumed and splendid paper once more turned 
out. The pruning operation, however, saved a 
dea! of money which would otherwise have been 
utilized in perfecting the paper. It is surely a 
very dangerous way of making money to trifle 
with the reputation of a long established name 
in this manner. 

The state of our trade, no doubt, has now 
reached the climax, to which inferior turn-out, 
foreign competition, disunion, and ‘‘sharp” 
commercial practice were urging it. We, as a 
nation, have had so much success of late that it 
has intoxicated us, made us careless, and has in 
fact upset us altogether. When the inevitable 
turn arrives we are paralyzed for a moment, 
but we shall all have learnt something from our 
troubles. The Glasgow Bank and other such 
swindles will open our eyes a bit to the virtues 
of “sawbath”-keeping directors, and the many 
liquidations have introduced to us a new thief 
under the high sounding title of ‘‘an account- 


ant.” A bill isin preparation for these gentry 
and will be presented before the next Parlia- 
ment.

The Law of Trade-Marks. 


The law of trade-marks is an outgrowth of 
the ancient law merchant, which Lord Mans- 
field mentions as being a branch of public law 
which does not ‘rest essentially for its charac- 
ter and authority on the positive institutions and 
local customs of any particular country, but 
consists of certain principles of equity and 
usages of trade, which general convenience and a 
common sense of justice had established to regu- 
late the dealings of merchants in all commer- 
cial countries of the civilized world.” While a 
patent for an invention is a grant, a trade-mark 
is merely an arbitrary symbol—not necessarily 
new in its design—adopted by its user to be 
affixed to the merchandise which he manufact- 
ures or sells, for the purpose of indicating its 
origin or ownership. 

Since the enactment of the Registration act of 
1870 there have been registered at the Patent 
Office 6,800 trade-marks—for which the Govern- 
ment has received fees amounting to $170,000— 
836 of which were registered within the first six 
months of the year 1878. The value of ana- 
tional trade-mark law is universally conceded. 
{t accomplishes that which cannot possibly be ef- 
fected by mere State legislation; for, besides fur- 
nishing a single repository for these valuable 
aids in carrying on commerce, where all may go 
for reliable information concerning their his- 
tory, it provides record evidence of title of a 
high character, as well as speedy and effectual 
means for vindicating a well-founded title of 
this nature at any point within the territorial 
limits of the country. The importance of ex- 
tending national protection, by legislative en- 
actment, over this class of property has been 
recognized by many, if not al, of the commer- 
cial powers, and the trade-mark legislation in 
this country has done much to encourage manu- 
facture among its citizens as well as importa- 
tions into the country by foreigners. Treaties 
relating to this subject have been negotiated 
with Russia, Belgium, France, the German Em- 
pire, Austria and Great Britain. 

In view of the opposing decisions in the several 
districts, it is plain that until the disputed ques- 
tion shall have been judicially determined by 
the court of last resort, the Federal officers, ad- 
ministrative as well as judicial—excepting those 
within the sixth circiit—must continue to exe- 
cute the law as if its constitutionality had not 
been brought in question, 

It has been shown that Congress did not cre- 
ate, or intend to create, any right of property 
in trade-marks, it simply proposing, by its legis- 
lation, to regulate an existing right already 
guaranteed protection by the common law. If 
the legislation, is a regulation of commerce it is 
authorized by the organic law, which confers 
upon Congress the power to “ make all laws 


which shall be necessary and proper for carry- 
ing into execution” the power to regulate that 
subject. If it can be established that the pro- 
tection of trade-marks is a regulation of com- 
merce, the legislation of Congress upon the sub- 


several States and with the Indian tribes.” 

*‘Commerce,” as defined by Bouvier (Law 
Dictionary), is ‘‘the various agreements which 
have for their objects facilitating the exchange 
of the products of the earth, or the industry of 
man, with an intent to realize a profit.” Bur- 
rill defines the term: ‘‘Commerce, in a strict 
sense, is traffic in merchandise; in a general 
sense, the interchange of goods, wares, &c.” 
The trade-mark placed by the manufacturer 
upon his wares, in addition to its indicating to 
the purchaser the origin of the goods, is a guar- 
antee of the excellence of the same, serving as 
a safeguard to the purchaser against the imposi- 
tion of unprincipled manufacturers, and as a 
protection to the superior skill and industry of 
the owner of the same. Thus the trade-mark, 
which has been not inaptly called “a trader's 
commercial signature,” facilitates the ‘‘ buying 
and selling, and exchanging of commodities,” 
which, as declared by the Supreme Court of the 
United States, “is the essence of all com- 
merce.” 

It may be safely assumed that trade-marks 
are as clearly an incident of commerce as navi- 
gation itself, and hence a proper subject for 
legislative regulations The regulation of the 
subject by Congress is in its entire extent within 
the organic act. That it is so, as regards its 
operation upon foreigners, and as it affects the 
interests of citizens of different States, would 
seem to be so plain as to admit of no possible 
contradiction.— Albany Law Journal.

Report of the Commission on the Paper 
Exhibits at the Paris Exposition. 


M. Paul Firmin Didot, as Secretary of the 
Committee on Class X., has sent in his report to 
the authorities. He divides the products in Class 
X. into the following categories, giving the 
average prices for each per 100 kilos. : 

Printing papers, 100 fr.; news, 80 fr.; letter 
(blank book, &c.), 200 fr.; drawing, 200 fr.; 
tracing; 200 fr.; cigarette and copying manifold, 
160 fr.; muslins, 200 fr.; blotting, 120 fr.; tub 
paper, laid, 150 fr.; wrapping, 60 fr.; tar, 55 fr. ; 
straw paper, 40 fr.; for sugar, 40 fr.; colored, 
for book covers and posters, 125 fr.; white hang- 
ings, 90 fr.; gray do., 60 fr.; non-albumenized 
photograph paper, 400 fr. ; Bristol board; 400 fr. ; 
colored glass paper, sold by the leaf at 5 
centimes. 

The report states that the paper trade is very 
equally distributed throughout the country. 
The report shows once more the extraordinary 
backwardness of the French in the matter of 
commercial statistics. The number of paper 
mills in 1875 was 509, distributed in 71 depart- 
ments. 

The raw materials of paper manufacture are 
treated of at some length, and due credit is given 
to the immense freight trade of coals, chemicals, 
&c., amounting to 800,000 tons annually, which 
is set in movement by the manufacture. The 
prices of rags in 1807 and 1878 compare as fol- 
lows:

As ane as 1849 wood she was manufactured 
in the paper mill of Souche in the Vosges. The 
rapid progress of chemical wood pulp is noticed, 
but wood, according to the report, can be only 
of secondary importance, straw taking now the 
first place. The treatment of straw by lime in 
the open air is coming into more favor as giving 
more solidity to the fibres. Straw is acknowl- 
edged as coming more and more into the com- 
position of fine writing papers, owing to a more 
prolonged refining of the pulp between two hori- 
zontal millstones, which destroy the asperities of 
the straw. This introduction of grinding stones 
is said to have given very satisfactory results. 
The economy gained in the treatment of caustics 
by evaporation and incineration is also a most 
important innovation. 

Esparto grass or alfa has only one defect— 
dearness—otherwise, its use would be much more 
general, as it is the best auxiliary of rags, and 
forms an opaque paper. The development of 
Algeria, and the increased attention which must 
be paid to the export of the grass will, it is 
believed, render it of more availability. Some 
10,000,000 of acres in Algeria are covered with 
alfa. The export of alfa, which was only to the 
value of 618,063 frs. in 1867, had increased to 9,- 
141,420 frs. in 1871, and was continually increas- 
ing.

THE MONEY MARKET.—Money was in 
abundant supply the greater part of the week, 
and borrowers on call, on pledge of stock colla- 
teral, easily supplied their requirements at 2 to 
3 per cent., while Government bond dealers 
found ready accommodation at 1 to 144 per cent. 
Towards the close, however, the market exhibit- 
ed a somewhat hardening tendency, and bor- 
rowers paid as high as 4 to 5 per cent. for accom- 
modations, but at the close there were free offer- 
ings at 2 to 21¢ per cent. 

In the deceuns market prime mercantile paper 
sold at 3'¢ to 5 per cent. There seems every 
reason to believe that the great ease which now 
characterizes the monetary situation will con- 
tinue for a considerable period. 

TheGovernment bond market was strong for 
41¢’s and 4’s, while the rapid redemption of the 5- 
20’s exercised a depressing influence on the other 
issues, which fell off ‘4 to 2% per cent., 10-40’s 
recording the greatest decline. The market 
closed firm, and prices advanced } to % per 
cent., the latter 5’s of 1881. Thirty millions of 
our 4 per cents have been placed in Europe. The 
Rothschilds are at the head of the business. 
Since resumption over $100,000,000 of four per 
cent. bonds have been sold, which will take the 
place of $100,000,000 of six per cents., and save 
the Treasury $2,000,000 annually. 

In the sterling exchange market there was an 
active business early in the week, and the deal- 
ings were at times attended with much excite- 
ment. Commercial bills were freely offered, 
and brought good rates. All fears of gold ship- 
ments have for the present been removed, and 
under the operations of the ‘‘ Syndicate” it is 
doubtful whether any can or will be made for 
some time. On Thursday the Bank of England 
reduced its rate of discount from 4 to 3 per cent., 
and in consequence the sterling exchange mar- 
ket was dull and weaker for 60-day bills. 

The posted rates to-day are: Sterling 60 days, 
$4.851¢; sterling, sight, $4.881¢; cable transfers, 
$4.891¢ to $4.883¢; commercial sterling, prime 
long, $4.84}¢ to $4.843¢ ; commercial sterling, good 
long, $4.83 to $4.85!¢; Paris, bankers’, 60 days, 
$5.16 to $5.167%4; do. sight, $5.133¢ to $5.143¢; 
Antwerp, bankers’, 60 days, 5.1674 to 5.1634; do.,

THE PAPER TRADE.—As usual, the deal- 
ings for the last week of the month were rather 
limited, though there has been little change 
in prices.

The 
local demand continues slow, and the export 
trade during the week was Confined to a few 
small shipments. Book Papers continue in fair 
request, and the movement is regular. Ordinary 
Calendered lead in demand, while Super-sized 
and Calendered are less sought after. The call 
for Superfine all-rag Book is limited, the ten- 
dency being to seek poorer qualities, even by 
those who have the reputation of making 
choice selections. Ordinary Wrapping Manillas 
remain in trifling call, with no quotable changes 
in values during the week. Binders’ Boards are 
unchanged and prices continue firm in connec- 
tion with a moderately steady demand. In 
News the market is somewhat in favor of buy- 
ers, and values are hardly as firm or quite so 
high as a fortnight ago. It is reported, on very 
good authority, that a city daily, using from 12 
to 15 tons per week, has contracted during the 
past week for a supply at 6 cents, pay- 
ments to be made twice a month. Straw 
Wrappings are in very large stock, and 
a full supply of water has enabled the mill-own- 
ers to put plenty of goods in the hands of deal- 
ers, who are offering them at all kinds of prices. 
The demand has only been moderate, and the 
advantages have therefore been on the side of 
buyers. Thé exgort trade has, however, received 
alittle stimulus by the prevailing low prices, 
and is beginning to take out of the market a 
limited quantity of the over-accumulation of 
stock. The condition of Straw Boards is un- 
changed either in demand or prices, and in re- 
spect to the latter it is confidently believed that 
the scale fixed upon by the Straw Board Asso- 
ciation at Pittsburg is being very generally ad- 
hered to here. Dealers look for a much better 
trade next month. Hanging Paper, like all 
other kinds during the past year, has fallen in 
price. The very limited quantities of White 
Blank No. 1 Hanging are now selling at 7c. to 

c.; No. 2is selling at 6c. to 64¢c., and No. 3 
at 5i¢c. to 6c.; Brown as low as 3%c. These 
have been the figures when sales have occurred, 
but the market is in almost a lifeless condition. 
Dealers cannot be induced to buy in any very 
large quantities at scarcely any price, and con- 
fine their purchases to small lots for present 
needs only. 

JUTE BUTTS.—The arrivals since January 
15 to date have been eight ships, bringing a 
total of over 20,000 bales, a portion of which 
were in manufacturers’ hands, but enough of 
them unsold to depress prices somewhat and 
lead to some cheap purchases.

With the small shipments from the mines, the 
pro rata of cost is high, and tolls are ample, so 
that the margin of profit to the operator is not 
large; in fact, does not pay for the risks of busi 
ness.

grades maintain their favorable character for classi- 
fication and assortment. Egyptians have improved 
in cleanliness, but Beyrouts are not in favor with our 
paper-makers, and though they have been somewhat 
freer from dust of late, yet the cotton seeds found in 
them are very objectionable, besides which the rags 
run smal! and bitty. These rags have been rela- 
tively higher in price than other classes which are 
better liked. 

Smyrnas have more than maintained their previ- 
ous good character for being tolerably clean and 
well assorted, and are well appreciated. These rags, 
and also those from Constantinople and Alexandria, 
have been chiefly sold from the quay on arrival, 
which is an important consideration. 


BOMBAY GUNNIES AND HEMP BAGGING—Have 
been sold at slightly declining currencies. This trade 
is mostly in the hands of parties who have apparently 
yet to learn that charges on such low-priced goods 
are of vital importance, and frequently make all the 
difference between a loss and a profit. 


WOOLENS.—There has been a steady demand 
throughout the year. The bulk of the imports has 
met with a ready sale, ex quay, at remunerative 
prices.

decline. 

We are giad to be able again to bear witness to the 
increased cleanliness and regularity of assortment 
of Constantinople woolens, and feel sure the extra 
trouble bestowed on them has been amply rewarded 
by proportionately higher prices.

Cotton waste coming from spinning mills is also re- 
placed by wood pulp. White cordage and phormiums 
are about the only kinds in any demand. They are 
used in the manufacture of thin copying papers. 


WOOLEN RAGS.—There is no revival as yet in 
this branch. Finer kinds are especially neglected. 
Manufacturers are using 80 much cotton with their 
wool that there is not the same demand that would 
be otherwise.
